WHEREAS, the said M* H. Crockett has made application to the City Oounoll of

the City of Austin for permission to set the curb back from the established curb line

on the south side of East l?th Street and to build a commercial driveway across the

south sidewalk area of said East 19th Street at the above described location; and

WHEREAS, a plan has been prepared showing the proposed layout of the above de-

scribed curb setback and commercial driveway, which plan la hereto attached marked

2-H-625 and made a part hereof, and said plan has been considered and approved by

the City Council of the City of Austin; therefore

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

THAT Ui H. Crockett, owner of Lots 32, 33, and ")k, of a subdivision of Outlet 57•

Division "EH of the Government Outlets adjoining the Original Olty of Austin, Travla

County, Texas, which property abuts the south side of East 19th Street at a location

east of San Jaolnto Street, Is hereby granted permission to set the curb back from

the established curb line on the south side of East Ijth street and to build a commer-

cial driveway across the south sidewalk area of East 19th Street.

Permission to construct the above described curb setbacks and commercial drive-

way Is granted subject to the same's being constructed In accordance with the plan

approved by the City Engineer of the Glty of Austin, which plan IB hereto attached

marked 2-H-62J And made a part hereof and In accordance with the following conditionsI

(1) That the construction of the setback area on East igth Street
shall be carried out in accordance with the accompanying plan marked
2-H-625 and that all such widened areas, driveways, or ramps and curbs
shall be constructed of concrete at the expense of the applicant*

(2) That all suoh concrete shall be not leas than b inches in thick-
ness and shall be of the following proportional 1 part oetnent, 2-fc parts
of aand, and k parts of screened gravel or rook*

(3) That the concrete curbs adjacent to the sidewalk area shall be
not less than 6 Inches high and that an expansion joint not leas than
3/U- Inch thlok shall be placed between the curb and the sidewalk as
shown on the plan hereto attached marked 2-H-625-

(if) That all such expansion Joints shall be of the pre-moulded type*

(5) That all concrete work within the street area shall be done by a
bonded sidewalk contractor*

(6) That the applicant shall be required to clean the newly created
ramp area at least twice per week and shall dispose of the debris at his
expense.



(7) That all work •hall be done in accordance with linee and grades
furnished by the Engineering Department of the City of Austin and under
the direction of the City Engineer*

(1) A gas ualn in WEST 3*TH STREET from Blanco street westerly 52 feet,
the oenterline of which gas main shall be 7ft feet south of and parallel to
the north line of said West 30th Street*

Said gas main described above shall have a covering of not less than 2ft
feet.

(2) A gas main in BLANCO STREET from West 3flth Street southerly approxi-
mately 300 feet, the oenterline of which gas main shall be 7ft feet west of
and parallel to the east line of said Blanco Street.

Said gas main described above shall have a covering of not less than 2ft
feet.

(3) A gas main In WEST J6TH STREET across Blanco street Intersect Ion, the
oenterline of which gas main shall be 7ft feet south of and parallel to the
north line of said West 38th Street*

Said gas main described above shall have a covering of not less than 2ft
feet*

A gas main In BOULDIN AVENUE northerly 75 feet from a point 172 feet
north of the north line of Milton Street, the oenterline of which gas main shall
be 13 feet east of and parallel to the west line of said Bouldln Avenue*

Said gas main described above shall have a covering of not less than 2ft
feet*

(5) A gas main In SWISKER STREET southerly 115 feet from a point 35 feet
north of the north line of East 21st Street, the oenterline of which gas main
shall be 17 feet west of and parallel to the east line of said Swlsher Street.

Said gas main described above shall have a covering of not less than 2ft
feet*

(6) A gas main In R08EDALE AVENUE southerly ty feet from a point 111 feet
south of the south line of West Itfth Street, the oenterline of which gas main
shall be 7ft feet east of and parallel to the west line of said Hose dale Avenue*

Said gas main described above shall have a covering of not less than 2ft
feet*

(7) A gas main in HOLLYWOOD AVENUE northerly 206 feet from a point
feet north of the north line of Concord la Avenue, the oenterline of which gas
main shall be 12ft feet west of and parallel to the oast line of said Hollywood
Avenue.

Said gas main described above shall have a covering of not less than 2ft
feet*

(tf) A gas main in EAST 4-6TH STREET westerly 107 feet from a point 5 feet
v/eat of the west line of Red River street, the oenterline of which gas main
shall be 6ft feet south of and parallel to the north line of said East Wth
Street.

Said gas uain described above shall have a covering of not lees than 2ft
feet.

The Texas Public Service porapany is hereby put upon notice that the City of Austin

does not guarantee that the space assigned above is clear from other underground utili-

ties, but is based upon the best records we have at hand, and that the minimum depth

stated does not have any reference to the fact that greater depths may not be required

at special points. When the Texas Public Service Company requires definite information

upon the ground as to elevations or working points from which to base the location of
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thalr assignments, they shall Apply to the City Engineering Department not leta than

three (3) daya before suoh information ia required* The Texaa Public service Company

ia further put upon notice that they will be required to bear the expense of repairs

or replacement of any underground utility damaged during the construction of lines

named In this resolution.

AND THAT whenever pavement is out in the vicinity of a fire plug, water must be

used at intervals during the course of backfilling of the ditches.

THAT the work and laying of said gaa mains, including the excavation in the

streets and the restoration and maintenance of said streets after said mains have been

laid, ahall be under the supervision and direction of the City Manager, and under all

the pertinent terns and conditions of the certain franchise granted to said Company

by the Olty of Austins

WHEREAS, the Olty Oounoll of the Olty of Austin, pursuant to the terms of Section

30 of the Zoning Ordinance of the Olty of Austin, has referred to the Zoning Board of
Adjustment for its consideration a petition of W. 0. Sohulle requesting a change in the
Use designation of Lot 7> Block 131, of the Original Olty of Austin, from "BH Residence
District to "0" Commercial District, said property being located on the south side of
West 12th Street east of Bio Grande Street; and

WHEREAS, the Board of Adjustment held a hearing on this petition on February l*f,
19399 &t which a large number of protests were filed with the Board; and

WHEREAS, this lot Is situated in the rear of a non-conforming commercial use at
the intersection of 12th and Rio Grande Street, which is now classified as "B" Residence
District; and

WHEREAS, at this intersection are located the Senior High School and Pease School,
and both 12th Street and Rio Grande Street are major thoroughfares leading to the down-
town section of the Olty of Austin; and

WHEREAS, the Board carefully considered this petition and viewed the property In
the surrounding neighborhood in order to determine the necessity and desirability of
a change of use classification of this property; therefore

.BE IT RESOLVED B? THE BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT:

THAT the above change of the Use designation of this single lot be not recommended,
and that the same remain In "B" Residence District for the following principal reasons.*

1* That this change would establish a spot zone for a commercial use, adjacent to
an existing non-conforming commercial use, which would be illogical zoning inasmuch as
any such change should include the existing non-conforming commercial use.

2. That the extension of commercial uses at this particular location would greatly
increase traffic hazards, owing to the fact that 12th Street and Rio Grande Street are
major thoroughfares, and that 12th Street is a parked street, the traffic waya of which
are narrow, being only wide enough for one lane of traffic in a one-way direction, where
cars are parked along the curb*

3. That it was never contemplated in laying out West 12th Street as a parked boule-
vard that any commercial property should front thereon. i

kt That there is at present a dangerous congestion of traffic at this point, which
it inimical to the safety of many children attending the Senior High School an<l Peaao
School*

5. That a more desirable development of this property la for HB" Residence purposea
auoh aaapartmenta*
